1. Call to Order

Dean Singer called the meeting to order at 9:20 a.m. He reminded Council that we 
would continue the meeting with Item 13 of the Agenda. After the deliberation of the 
graduate curriculum proposals in Item 13, we would revert back to Item 11 and then 
proceed in order of the Agenda. 


Graduate Curriculum Proposals 


Dr. Roy reminded Council that the proposed Diploma in Community Economic 
Development submitted by the School of Community of Public Affairs had been tabled at 
the last meeting. He and Dean Singer had met with members of the School to address 
the issues raised at the meeting of November 13". The motion to approve the document 
would continue to be tabled until the New Year. 


Dr. Roy introduced the Department of Exercise Science’s proposed graduate certificate 
program in Sport Administration (GCSA). He walked Council through the proposal as 
outlined in ASFC 98-6M-F. 
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Dr. Kilgour asked for speaking privileges for Professor George Short; there were no 
objections. Dr. Kilgour said that the department was proud of the proposal and he would 
be happy to respond to any questions. 


Dr. Thornton, on behalf of Steering Committee, reported that there were no new 
resource implications and the program actually would make better use of existing 
resources; they did not see any conflict with the existing DSA/DIA program.

approve the proposed Graduate Certificate Program in Sport Administration 
(GCSA) as outlined in document ASFC 98-6M-F. 
Carried: unanimous. 


Dr. Roy introduced the Department of History's proposed revisions to the M.A. and Ph.D. 
programs. He walked Council through the changes as outlined in ASFC 98-6M-G. 


Dr. Bukowski reported that Steering Committee saw this primarily as housekeeping. The 
proposed revisions had been approved by the Faculty Curriculum Committee and there 
were no resource implications. 


Dr. Scheinberg requested speaking privileges for Dr. Carr; there were no objections.

Council approve the revisions of the M.A. and Ph.D. programs in the Department 
of History as outlined in document ASFC 98-6M-G. 
Carried: 24 in favour; 1 abstention. 


Report from the Arts and Science Faculty Curriculum Committee 


Dr. Roy thanked the members of the Faculty Curriculum Committee and his assistant, 
Anne-Marie Laurin, for the considerable time that they put into the curriculum process. 
He noted that this is a very hard-working committee. The committee meets almost 
weekly and has dealt with submissions from over twenty departments in the last year 
alone. They try to move curriculum or program changes through the process as quickly 
as possible. However, he noted that the Academic Programs Committee (APC) 
frequently returns proposals to FCC and departments which tends to delay the process. 


He noted that the deadline for curriculum submissions and/or changes for the 2000/2001 
calendar was December 15”. 


Dean Singer thanked Dr. Roy, his staff and the Faculty Curriculum Committee for their 
significant efforts on our behalf. 


Undergraduate Curriculum Proposals 


Dr. Roy introduced the proposed 42-credit B.A. Major in Information Studies; an 
undergraduate program in the Department of Education. He informed Council that this 
had been discussed at FCC at least five times andt drew Council's attention to the 
resource implications. However, the department expected that this program would 
attract new students who otherwise would not come to Concordia University. He walked 
Council through the proposed program as outlined in document ASFC 98-6M-E. 
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Dr. Schmid asked for speaking privileges for Professors Anne Galler and Joanne Locke 
from the Department of Education; there were no objections. 


Dr. Bird, on behalf of Steering Committee, noted the following: 

- this was a positive development from the old Library Studies program to the new 
Information Studies program 

- would in fact there be net, new enrollments? 

- the MEQ funding figures appeared premature 

- there was the question of competition for faculty positions needed for the program 

- to what extent did the Department of Education support this program? 

- and, would the necessary support be available from Computing Services? 


Professor Locke said that the department had solicited opinions from their students and 
graduates, members of the Library Studies community and representatives from 
industries who would accept their potential graduates. The department felt that this 
proposed program addressed the needs of the community and would attract net, new 
students to Concordia University. 


Dr. Schmid added that the department hoped that this program would prove to be an 
effective “feeder” undergraduate program to the Ed.Tech graduate programs. He noted 
that programs of this type that had been introduced at other universities had proved to 
be very successful. He added that this program was supported fully by the Department 
of Education.

Progress Report of the Task Force on General Education 


Dr. Roy explained the history of the General Education proposal and the Task Force. 
He, as Vice-Dean, Academic, was a member of the Task Force, established by the 
Provost to examine the issue of core curriculum. The committee moved beyond that and 
started to look at the credit rule in all Faculties (24 credits in Arts and Science). The 
committee felt that the list of courses available to students was too broad and that there 
should be some move to structure the courses, outside a student's discipline. 


After a year, the Provost asked the committee for a report. Professor Morin, as Chair, 
wrote a draft report for SCAPP. The Faculty Curriculum Committee reviewed the report 
and drafted the memo dated November 20, 1998 (ASFC 98-6M-l). The progress report 
document would be discussed at SCAPP and Dr. Roy expected that a more formal 
report would come back to Councils and Senate for approval. 


Dr. Roy took note of the comments raised by Council. He would bring these to SCAPP’s 
attention.
